Help  Continental 
Plan  New  Building 

Mr.  Angelo  Maza,  President  of  Contin- 
ental Savings  and  Loan,  attended  the 
March  16  CPA  board  meeting.     He  explain- 
ed that  the  Victorian  facade  which  Con- 
tinental had  purchased  and  planned  to 
use  on  the  Glen  Park  branch  office  was 
now  not  able  to  be  used.     Inflation  has 
make  the  cost  prohibitive;  the  estima- 
ted construction  cost  of  the  planned 
structure  is  $880,000,  which  Continen- 
tal cannot  afford. 

Mr.  Maza  said  that  his  planning  offi- 
cers and  an  architectural  firm  are  meet- 
ing to  discuss  the  design  for  a  differ- 
ent, less  costly  structure.     Mr.  Maza 
promised  to  consider  a  building  which 
would  fit  into  the  look  of  downtown 
Glen  Park  and  be  esthetically  pleasing. 
He  would  like  input  from  Glen  Park  res- 
idents concerning  the  type  of  building 
and  the  use  to  which  rental  space  in  the 
building  should  be  put . 

Bruce  Bonacker,  GPA  chairman  in  charge 
of  Zoning  and  Planning,  will  meet  soon 
with  Continental's  planning  team  to  dis- 
cuss these  considerations.     Glen  Park 
residents  who  have  ideas  and  opinions 
should  jot  them  down  and  send  them  to;

Underground  Utility 
Wires  Program 


San  Francisco  has  a  program  for  putting 
utility  wires  underground.     Anyone  who 
owns  property  here  can  take  advantage  of 
this  program.     Actually,  this  is  nothing 
new,  but  because  it  hasn't  received  much 
attention  recently,  it  is  worthwhile  to 
examine  it  at  this  point. 

The  program  is  run  by  the  San  Francis- 
co Department  of  Public  Works.     It  oper- 
ates basically  as  follows:     Each  year, 
the  California  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion establishes  a  sum  of  money  which  it 
requires  the  utilities  to  spend  on  under- 
grounding  wires.     Naturally,  a  portion  of 
that  money  is  spent  in  San  Francisco.  The 
City  has  decided  that  wires  will  be  buried 
here  on  a  demand  basis.     In  other  words, 
they  will  bury  the  wires  on  your  street  if 
you  ask  them  to.     The  city  will  take  on  a 
project  two  blocks  long  or  larger,  but  the 
D.P.W.  won't  go  into  action  until  they  re- 
ceive a  request  for  under grounding  from 
at  least  51%  of  the  property  owners  on 
those  blocks.     When  the  work  is  done,  all 
the  wires  (electric,  telephone,  cable  TV, 
and  street  lights)  are  buried  at  the  same 
time.     Each  property  owner  is  responsible 
for  making  the  connection  between  the 
wires  under  the  street  and  the  residence. 


This  has  been  a  popular  program  so  far, 
and,  therefore,  there  is  a  waiting  list 
for  doing  this  work.     If  you  are  interest- 
ed, you  should  start  organizing  your  block 
now.     Contact  the  S.F.D.P.W.,  Mr.  Corollo 
at  558-3173. 

If  you  do  get  an  undergrounding  program 
moving  on  your  block,  please  contact  the 
Glen  Park  Association  (Bruce  Bonacker, 
334-5463) ,  so  we  can  co-ordinate  the  ef- 
forts here  in  the  neighborhood,  perhaps 
combining  adjacent  active  blocks,  to  in- 
crease the  scope  of  the  project. 

(The  most  recent  estimate  as  to  the 
length  of  time  one  might  have  to  wait 
before  having  the  undergrounding  done 
is  15  to  20  years.     So  don't  hold  your 
breath.  ) 


BART  Parking  Lot 


The  CPA  received  a  letter  this  week 
from  BART  in  response  to  our  request 
for  4-hour  metered  limited  parking  in 
the  BART  parking  lot  adjacent  to  the 
Glen  Park  BART  station. 

BART  feels  that  to  serve  both  Glen 
Park  residents  and  mid -day  shoppers, 
who  would  park  in  the  lot  in  order  to 
take  BART  downtown,  the  meters  should 
allow  at  least  5  hours. 

The  CPA  board  is  sending  a  letter 
in  response  stating  that  we  grudgingly 
accept  the  5-hour  time  limit.  However, 
we  want  to  make  sure  that  BART  police 
regularly  enforce  this  limit,  so  that 
people  will  also  be  able  to  use  the 
lot  while  conducting  business  in  down- 
town Glen  Park.     In  addition,  this 
letter  asked  that  meters  in  the  BART 
lot  be  set  for  hourly  increments,  so 
one  would  have  to  pay  only  for  the 
time  needed,  not  the  full  5  hours. 

We  hope  that  BART  takes  these  re- 
quests into  consideration  v^en  the 
lot  becomes  operational.
